The presses run at Nikkai Everyday Sports, 
and the picture on the front page is a shocker - 
Yawara inokuma is easily throwing down Shin 
Kazamatsuri, an accomplished athlete and Say- 
aka’s judo coach. The picture is enough to wake 
up more than a few people. 

As Yawara tries to leave for school this 
morning, she is literally stormed by reporters loaded 
with questions about judo and lacking in any kind 
of courtesy. Justas Yawarais aboutto be crushed, 
Jigoro comes out and forces an opening for her 
departure. Several reporters follow her, but most 
stand by to ask questions of Jigoro. Aside from 


making some shrill predictions, Jigoro is very | 


stingy with information, and is nearly trampled for 
it. Across the street, Matsuda and his photogra- 
oher are watching the mess they were responsible 
for making. His photographer admits that their 
picture has caused quite a stir, but it is clear that 
Matsuda is not happy with these results. 

At school the news has spread as well. 
Some classmates, who apparently think the photo 
is asham, have cornered Yawara and a couple of 
her friends in a hallway and intend to see if they are 
right. An advance from the leader of the group is 
warded off by one of Yawara’s friends, but that 
only angers him, and he calls for a massed attack. 
This is suddenly stopped with the arrival of Ha- 
nazono-kun, who is quick to intimidate the offend- 
ers back in their place. When Yawara thanks him, 
he is quick to embarrass, and a misstep sends him 
flying down the stairs. 

In class, Yawara is stewing over the mess 
Matsuda has gotten her into. Her building anger 
takes her mind off of classwork, and she is repri- 
manded by her teacher. When he realizes just 
whom he has confronted, the teacher becomes a 
jellyfish and is practically begging Yawara’s for- 
giveness and flinching at her every move. 

During abreak, Yawara’s friends take some 
time to read the article to her. Yawara’s mind isn't 
really on it though; she is more worried about her 
relationship with Kazamatsuri. She is a bit upset at 
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the tact that he is Sayaka's coacn, and hopes that 
he was interested in her for something besides 
judo. Unaware that Yawara is lost in thought, her 
friends wonder what in the world she’s looking at. 

The article on Yawara has also reached 
Sayaka’s private school as well. Her friends read 
the article to her and wonder if this Yawara could 
be a threat. Sayaka, of course, is not in the least 
bit worried - on the outside. Inside, she is ex- 
tremely angry. She laughs off her friends’ ques- 
tions and says there is no problem. 

Down at the offices of Nikkan Everyday 
Sports, Matsuda’s boss is in exctasy. A big scoop 
on all of the other papers about Yawara. He is full 
of thanks and congratulations for Matsuda, but 
Matsuda is looking less and less happy with the 
job he has done. 

Back at school, Yawara is preparing to 
leave and is faced with a similar crowd of report- 
ers. They move in for questions as a man on a 
motorcycle arrives and tells Yawara to hurry and 
get on. Thinking it is Kazamatsuri, she hops on 
and they take off. 

Kazamatsuri, on the other hand, is taking 
a verbal lashing at the hands of Sayaka for the 
events of the previous night while bewildered 
reporters wait outside. For his part, Kazamatsuri 
insists the main reason he was there was to 
observe more of Yawara’s training. He tells her 
that Yawara is training with possibly the best 
teacher in all of Japan, if not the whole world - 
Jigoro Inokuma. More than that, after the previous 
night’s throw, he makes it clear that Yawarais - for 
now- much better than Sayaka. Sayaka, of course, 
cannot handle this news and is quick to rebuke it. 
However, Kazamatsuri has an even more interest- 
ing plan. He suggests hiring Jigoro to be their 
coach as well. 

On the motorcycle, Yawara and her com- 
panion are accelerating away. He tells her to hold 
on tight, and they try to look for someplace she can 
go for a while. When they try one of her friend's 
house, they run into yet another herd of reporters. 
Trying to leave, the motorcycle stalls out. The 
reporters hear this, catch a glimpse of Yawara, 
and begin the charge. When it looks like they are 
about to be swamped, the motorcycle finally turns 
over, and Yawara and her escort escape - barely. 

A little later, the two have stopped by a riv- 
erbank near the freeway. Yawara apologizes for 
the previous night, assuming she is talking to 
Kazamatsuri. When she finds out her ride has 
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come trom Matsuda, she is more than a little 
upset. She turns heel and says she is headed 
home. Matsuda tries to persuade her not to do 
that, as she will no doubt run into another group of 
reporters, but all she can do is blame him for the 
entire mess. When Matsuda persists, she loses 
patience and flips him. On the ground, all Matsuda 
can think about is how skilled she is. Yawara 
returns seconds later and helos Matsuda to his 
feet. She realizes that he was right, and is grateful 
for his help. 

At home, Sayaka is playing the roll of 
‘darling daughter’ to butter up her dad for a special 
request. Apparently, Kazamatsuri’s words have 
had some effect, and now she would like to get 
Jigoro as her coach, no matter what the price. 

With nowhere else to go, Yawara and 
Matsuda wind up at his apartment. To say the 
place is only cluttered would be too kind. At first 
Matsuda keeps Yawara waiting at the door while 
he picks up, but instinctively she begins to help 
and is quick to find a stack of girlie magazines. This 
causes him great dismay, but apparently doesn’t 
bother her much atall. She goes on to look atsome 
of the posters on his wall. They are all of sports 
legends; idols of Matsuda’s. She doesn’t recog- 
nize most of them, but does know the one judo 
poster he has up. She also sees the picture of 
herself (which, because of the ‘angle’, she doesn't 
recognize), and thinks that it is a weird poster. Ab- 
sentmindedly, she begins to pick up the room. 

At Yawara’s home, Jigoro receives a call 
from Tokunana. At first pretending to be an an- 
swering machine, Jigoro eventually gets the atti- 
tude that he desires from the cowardly butler: fear 
and respect. An invitation is extended for the 
evening. 


Matsuda’s apartment, and he can barely recog- 
nize it.

The reporters, still waiting for some sign of 
Yawara, flock around a Rolls Royce that has just 
pulled up to the Inokuma home.

Anotherdinner is going on as well. Matsuda 
gorges himself on Yawara’s Beef Stroganof, but 
worries that she is not eating.

Taking a retreat in the mountains, the 
Tendo girls are enjoying a bit of skiing, even 
Kasumi. Akane is the firstto notice that Ranma- 
chan, sitting on the patio ofthe resort, is having 
less than a good time. Despite the invitations 
off all three, Ranma-chan still refuses to go 
with them. She is too busy sulking about the 
fact the Shampoo’s great grandmother still 
has the fushichogan whose contents will help 
her touch hot water again. 

Athud onthe roof ofthe resort, followed 
by loosened snow, catch Ranma’s attention. 
Obaba is out and around, delivering ramen to 
people at the resort. Now Ranma is up and 
about. She has another chance to get the 
fushichogan. 

On the slopes, Genma and Soun are 
trying to show off their skill on skis, but are not 
having a good go of it. When Soun finally hits 
a slope he cannot handle, he ends up taking 
Genma with him in a snowball which also 
flattens a large bear before breaking the ice on 
a frozen lake. As would be expected, Genma 
transforms. 

Ranma-chan catches up to Obaba and 
finds out that their ramen store, Nekohanten 
(lit: Cat Food Store), has set up shop tempo- 
rarily there.

Robbed of a way to move around, 
Ranma is helpless to stop Obaba as she 
creates a snow tornado with her staff. Fighting, 
though, Ranma is finally able to grab onto 
Obaba and stop the wind. They land on the 
frozen surface ofa lake. Sill fighting, Ranmais 
stripped of her wooden sword. Then, at the 
center of the lake, Obaba breaks up the ice 
and stirs up trouble by creating a great ice 
bear. Ranma has little luck in battling it. 

Shampoo, Akane, Soun, Genma and 
others arrive, and Ranma comes up with a 
plan. She asks Shampoo for her help. This 
angers Akane, but it soon becomes obvious 
what Ranma had in mind. She grabs Sham- 
p00 and jumps into the icy water, coming up 
screaming. Shampoo is holding onto Ranma’s 
face for dear life as she runs around. Finally, 
Genma is able to pry her off and Ranma is 
ready to square off using Neko-ken. 

The battle doesn’t last long, as Ranma 
claws through trees and ice to beat back 
Obaba and herice bear. Once defeated, Akane 
calls of Ranma, and Ranma settles down in 
her lap. Defeated because she hadn’t been 
expecting this technique, Obaba freely gives 
the fushichogan to Akane, who seems pleased. 

A while later, Ranma-chan, who has 
taken the medicine in the fushichogan, jumps 
feet first into an onsen (outdoor hot springs). 
When surfaced, Ranma-kun crows about being 
aman again to all around him... especially all 
of the women whom he had just jumped in on.

Editor's note: The next three shows were 
originally supposed to air as episodes 14 - 16 
in the first season before legal battles delayed 
their release. Because of this there are a few 
continuity goofs (also presentin the first Sham- 
poo episodes, which were supposed to air 
immediately after these shows), andthereisa 
noticeable difference in the quality of anima- 
tion. This is also the first Nettohen episode to 
include an opening credits sequence. The 
songis “Little Date” by Ribbon. Closing credits 
remain the same. 


Akane is having a good time at the 
skating rink when her friends invite herto have 
some ice cream.

Then they ask him why all of 
the good girls are after him - first Akane and 
now this girl. Ranma takes aim at their defini- 
tion of Akane as a “good girl” justas she storms 
into the ramen store. 

— Ranmaz-kun is prepared for a fight as a 
result of his remarks, but is not ready for what 
happens, as Akane begins to cry. When he 
asks what is wrong, she explains that P-chan 
is missing and she wants him to help her look. 
It doesn’t take long, as Azusa and “Charlotte” 
walk in momentarily. Akane haggles over the 
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Los ees 
pig with Azusa until the arrival o 
Mikado. He gives P-chan back to Akane and 
apologizes for Azusa’s actions. For her part, 
Azusa beats on Mikado with various things in 
the hopes of getting her “Charlotte” back. 
When this doesn’t work, Azusa challenges 
Akane to a fight. 

Introductions reveal Mikado and Azusa 
as the “Golden Pair’ - fighting figure skaters. 
Mikado still doesn’t believe that a fight is 
necessary and aims to charm Akane with a 
kiss. That is, until Ranma- kun, who had al- 
most been out of the picture, flings a fishcake 
onto Mikado’s face. (Note: This, customarily, 
is a challenge to a duel and is taken quite 
seriously, even today -dD) Mikado, now an- 
noyed, accepts the challenge and all agree to 
a pair skating match one week later. 

All of the gallantry from Ranma is lost 
on Akane, and the two argue all the way home 
as to why Ranma felt the need to get involved. 
News of the challenge comes as a bit of a 
surprize to Nabiki and Kasumi, but they have 
little time to ponder it, as Ryoga arrives and 
asks Akane to let him be her partner at the 
skating match. Ranma greets Ryoga as 
“Charlotte” just to get him mad. The two argue 
about who is the better skater. Finally, they 
decide to find out the next day. .. and their first 
step on the ice leads to identical falls. 

A little later, neither Ranma-kun or 
Ryoga are having much better luck at skating. 
Even the little kids are doing better. Finally, 
Ranma-kun gets an idea of how he can get 
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help from Akane. A quick trip into the (men’s) 
bathroom and a bucket of water later, Ranma- 
chan decides to have Akane help her learn.

Ranma-chan, yelling at Akane and 
about ready to fall, is scooped up by Mikado. 
He offers to give her skating, which she soundly 
refuses. He claims that that is too bad, and 
proceeds to kiss her. Everyone (except Azusa) 
is shocked at this, but none more than Ranma- 
chan, who leaves the rink crying when finally 
put down. Running into the men’s bath, she 
jumps in, coming out male and VERY pissed. 
He returns to the rink and challenges Mikado 
to fight immediately. .. 
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It is Sunday, and Kyosuke’s entire 
school has been called on to clean up a local 
park. Nobody cares to be there, but Komatsu 
and Hatta are complaining the loudest, while 
Kyosuke is just plain tired. As the work gets 
started, we get treated to glimpses of a well 
dressed girl: heels, mini-skirt, jewelry, and 
make-up.

He thinks about asking 
Madoka as she passes, but Hikaru has just 
appeared on the scene, and is hunting for 
Madoka. Kyosuke manages to hide the tickets 
just in time, but doesn’t have to entertain 
Hikaru for long, as she is again swept away by 
the sea of boys. With Hikaru gone, Kyosuke 
thinks again about the tickets. 

In PE, Komatsu, Hatta, and Yusaku are 
watching the girls play tennis. Treating Yusaku 
like an innocent, Komatsu and Hatta tell him 
about their views on dating.

At home, she is trying 
on amore masculine outfit: a tie, suspenders, 
and glasses. As she is starting to change out 
of the outfit Hikaru arrives to pick up some 
more clothes.

Godai asks Kentaro who Soichiro is, 
and Kentaro replies that he is a friend of his. 
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Godai says he would like to meet him. One 
cash bribe later, Kentaro tells him to meet him 
in the park and he will introduce them there. 
Expecting aromantic rival, Godaitries to pump 
himself up for a confrontation. . . 

At the park, Kentaro arrives with what 
Godai had believed to be Kyoko’s significant 
other. Soichiro is her dog. 

Kyoko is busy putting a nameplate over 
the doghouse when Godai decides it may be a 
good time to try to give his present again. By 
the time he gets downstairs, though, Kyoko is 
being asked by Akemi whether or not she 
would like to buy tickets for a Christmas party 
at her workplace. As Godai passes them both, 
Akemi asks him as well. He says that he will 
think about it, but his thinking doesn’t take long 
atter Kyoko says yes. When Akemi has gone, 
Godai tries again, but just before he gets to the 
point, Kentaro comes storming in with a gift to 
give her. Frustrated, Godai leaves. 

That evening, the Christmas party is 
held at “Chachamaru” (the bar where Akemi 
works). At first, Yotsuya is sitting between 
Godai and Kyoko, which doesn’t exactly please 
Godai. As the time passes, some of the locals 
Start leveling some embarrassing questions. 
While annoyed at their rudeness, Godai is 
pleased to learn that Kyoko isn’t dating or 
engaged to anyone. When an especially in- 
sensitive neighbor gets a little too friendly with 
Kyoko, Yotsuya finally concedes to switch 
seats.

Of course, about this time Ichinose de- 
cides that it is ttme for Kentaro to go home as 
well. Again, Godai is cheated. 
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Very early (8 am) the next morning, 
Akemi stumbles home, slurring “Jingle Bells” 
all the way.

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Deep in the sewers of the Damocles 
Tower, two workers have been sent to inves- 
tigate strange happenings. When a intense 
smeil overcomes them and they hear things 
Stirring about, they stop their hovercar for a 
look around. Nothing seems to be wrong until 
the hovercar slides into the trench itself. Peer- 
ing over into the water to see what happened, 
they become lunch for a very big, very hungry 
Slug. 

Later, further up in the Tower, the 
Manager is asked to identify what is left of his 
workers. It’s not a job he enjoys. The Manager 
and his assistant return to their office where 
help with the problem has been promised. 
Much to his dismay, the help is from the 3WA’s 
local trouble consultants, Kei and Yuri. The 
Manager’ assistant wonders why he isn't 
satisfied, so the manager reminds him that it 
was Kei and Yuri who “bent” their building 
some time ago while trying to subdue a mal- 
functioning computer (episode 1). Finally 
remembering the Manager, Kei suggests they 
leave. The manager, however, gets an evil 
glint in his eye and tells them he has a job for 
them after all. 

Walking the sewers later, Kei and Yuri 
are performing the same job on foot that many 
of the doomed workers had done before. They 
know something is up when they hear noises, 
but only have a false alarm when they find a 
lost sewer worker that had survived an attack. 
Not far behind him, though, is another slug 
looking fordinner. While Yuri shields the worker, 
Kei takes care of eliminating their pursuer. In 
the resulting explosion, Yuri gets slimed. 


While Yuri showers off the work of the 
day, Kei is busy tinkering with a new weapon. 


| Coming out of the shower, Yuri asks Kei if she 


shouldn’t be worried about being smelly from 
their encounter with the slugs. Kei checks and 
seems to think things are OK. Then she shows 
Yuri what she has been working on: a heat 
gun. Suddenly, a call comes in for the Pair. 
The Tower labs have been able to identify the 
creature that had attacked them. 

The slug like beasts in the sewers are 
known as “Lovecraft Eels”. A bigger problemis 
that they are being bred at an increasing rate, 
and may eventually bring harm to the tower. 
Problem identified, Kei and Yuri look at some 
information and decide they can get rid of it. 
Although the Manager is worried, he has no 
choice but to accept their offer.

Aliciatries to save 
her grandfather from the intruders, but barely 
manages to escape in Legaciam herself. She 
wanders around the land, trapped in the suit, 
until its energy runs out. 


Dorthy and Brick discover the Lega- | 


ciam and Alicia, but they can’t get her out ofthe 
suit. Inthe city, Guild Officer Felmis is pleased 
with Datu’s apprehension of Professor Grace, 
but also wants the Legaciam. Dorthy and Brick 
try to sneak the Legaciam into the city and 
contact Zeno for help, but the gate guard finds 
something suspicious and alerts the Guild 
Police. With the timely arrival of Saharo and 
Zeno in his powered suit, they still manage to 
escape to Zang. S hideout | in the re slums. He 


is able to release Alicia fromthe Legaciam, but 
she is still worried about her grandfather - 
where could he be? 

To get some answers, Saharo allows 
himself to be captured by the Guild Police. 
They take him to the Guild tower, where he 
promptly escapes. Overhearing Felmis, he 
discovers the whereabouts of Professor Grace. 
Felmis questions Grace about the Legaciam - 
where is it? What has he done with it? Grace 
is reluctant to cooperate. His concern is for 
Alicia, and the danger imposed by the distant 
Zilgart Tower. The tower is also Felmis’ con- 
cern. Saharo, in disguise, tells Zeno of Grace’s 
location. 

At the next session of the Guild, Felmis 
reports on the mystery of the tower, which is 
believed to be the source of problems in the 
lower classes of the populace. Strange noises 
are coming from the tower, and they are get- 
ting louder. A previous expedition to the Tower 
proved to be fruitless, and now Felmis pro- 
poses another expedition - to discover the 
truth once and for all. Her proposal is rejected. 
Later, she recalls the departure of the first 
expedition, which left five years ago. Among 
the members were Professor Leak, her father, 
and Professor Modesty, Zeno’s father. The 
team met disaster, and only Professor Grace 
returned. 

Zeno forms aplan to rescue the Profes- 
sor, but Alicia doesn’t want to operate the 
Legaciam after her last experience. Zeno, 
therefore, must fight alone. He creates a dis- 
turbance in the city, drawing the attention of 
the Guild Police while others slip into the Guild 
Tower to rescue Grace. As they sneak out,

A lone figure walks through the desert, 
heading for a strange vehicle in the distance. 
From inside that vehicle two men, Red and 
Cricket, try to decide whether he is friend or 
foe. Suddenly, Red snaps in surprize. “It’s 
Grey!” he says, recognizing the figure. The 
man continues to walk towards them. 


Approach 1: Town 303. 

In a rundown section of town, a local is 
being beaten up by two bullys types. They tell 
| him what kind of scum he is while beating the 
crap out of him. Meanwhile, Grey arrives with 
his characteristic red dune buggy, complete 
with the word “LIPS” written on it, the same as 
| on his helmet. He nonchalantly arrives at the 
scene of the fight, pushes the by-now thor- 
oughly battered man aside, and goes to his 
room. 
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Later, in the city, a battle group is being 
assembled. Commanded by the scar-faced 
Hawk, the unit consists of six others: Nova 
(long hair), Sky (beret), Leo (big fella), Teresa 
(short-haired girl), Tim (blond-haired guy), and, 
of course Grey, who is absent for this roll call. 
This is much to the distress of Komon Rope, a 
local cybernetic administrator. 

Down below, Grey is with his good 
friend Red. The two are saying good-bye, as 
Red has taken on the job of Inspector (a sort of 
military referee) for the fighting in Africa, while 
Grey has been assigned to Hawk’s unit, which 
is going to America. 

Flashback: Red gives Grey the red 
LIPS helmet, with two bullet holes in the fore- 
head. “She’s dead,” he tells Grey, and walks 
away as Grey explodes in grief. 


Approach 2: Area 807 

Nova observes a column of enemy 
armor, and Hawk plans his attack. Grey doesn't 
care much for the plan, but they attack any- 
way, with Grey in his jeep, Sky on a motor- 
cycle, and the rest in a tank. Grey, however, 
decides to take the initiative and goes off in 
attack not according to plan. Sky has a jolly old 
time taking out tanks, but is taken down by an 
enemy gunner. Grey, meanwhile, with his 
computer controlled jeep mounted machine 
guns (which are in turn connected to a target- 
ing lens on his helmet. Neat, huh?), saves the 


others and proceeds to shoot up the rest of the | 


column. 

Later that night, Hawk is still angry that 
Grey disobeyed his orders. Grey, however, 
will have none of it. He thinks Hawk is to 
inexperienced as a battlefield commander, 
and would rather trust his own instincts. 

Nova talks about all of the points she 
has been racking up since becoming a soldier. 
“’m over 45,000 points already!” she says. 
She hopes to get to 50,000 points, which 
would then allow her A-level citizenship, the 
highest that can be obtained. Like all of the 
others, she is C-level, one of the lowest. Ad- 
vancement in this society, it seems, can only 


be had by accumulating points wnile in service 
to the system. Obtaining a A-level citizenship, 
therefore, is the primary goal of all the popu- 
lace. 

Grey spots an enemy spying drone and 
the battle begins anew. When its all over, 
Hawk and Tim are dead, Leo and Teresa are 
wounded. Leo can walk, but Grey shoots 
Teresa to put her out of her misery. “There’s 
nothing more we can do for her.” Nova cannot 
believe that Grey could be so callous. The 
three survivors make their way to a burned out 
city. Grey repairs the damaged spy device to 
use as a lure, and the three quietly hide in the 
rubble. The device attracts three tanks, but 
Nova accidentally alerts them. A fire-fight 
ensues, which sees two ofthe tanks destroyed 
and Leo killed. When its alloverone tankis left. 
A group of strangely dressed soldiers ap- 
proach. “Resistance.” Grey says. But the 
Resistance does nothing as Nova starts the 
tank up. The two leave unmolested. 


Approach 3: Interval 
Nova and Grey have returned to Town 
303. The computer is crediting their accounts 
for the recently completed mission. However, 


| itis substantially less then what they actually 


did. Komon Rope tells them this is because 
they only receive credit for enemy kills, and not 
for robots. Grey and Nova leave in a huff, but 
at least they have enough credits for B-level 
citizenship. The two go to their new apartment, 
one of the luxuries that are awarded with an 
advance in citizenship. Nova suggests to Grey 
that he apply to become an inspector like Red. 
After all, it would mean an automatic jump to A- 
level. Grey is not to thrilled with the idea. Atthe 
apartment, Nova wants to “celebrate” their 
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recent advancement. 

Flashback: Grey as adepressed youth. 
He remembers a girl named Lips, whom he 
lived with at one time in his old, run-down 
apartment. Lips had been selling her body to 
make extra cash, the only way she could 
supplement her meager income as a C-level. 
Grey is, well, shocked at the idea. 

At the apartment, Grey and Nova are 
“celebrating”. 

Flashback: Grey and Lips after they 
have made love. They are arguing, with Lips 
trying to convince Grey to join the military like 
she has. They cannot live on the allotments 
given to C-levels. Soldiers can get 30 points a 
kill and 50 points a day. Grey points out that 
VERY few people ever get to A-level. 

Nova gets some food and the flash- 
backs continue. 

Flashback: Lips, with her new red hel- 
met, introduces Grey to her commander, Red. 
she tells him Good-bye, and leaves. 

Grey gets a message: Red has been 
killed in Africa! Later, they find Mama (their 
local computer) did not help Red when he was 
under attack. They decide to find out them- 
selves. 


Approach 4: Escape 

Nova and Grey break into the weapons 
depot and attempt to evade a security drone. 
Nova tries to hot-wire a fighter before being 
discovered, which sets off an alarm and secu- 
rity personnel. Grey appropriates a pair of air- 
bikes and barely gets onboard the fighter as it 
is taking off. 

Grey takes control of the fighter as 
three interceptors come in. After adding three 
more kills to his already impressive record, the 
two take off for Africa, Red’s last assignment. 

Over Africa, they are hit by a SAM 
(surface-to-air missile) and are forced down. 


Approach 5: Resistance 
Nova and Grey use the airbikes to go to 
Red’s base. The area had apparently been 
neutral territory, and they are surprised that it 
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was attacked. Grey finds Cricket, dead. Atape 
recording on Cricket reveals that the place 
was attacked by resistance fighters. 

The two find what appears to be a 
Buddhist shrine, which is under heavy attack. 
Grey and Nova watch the fight from adistance, 


but are surprised by another robot. If it weren’t 


for the timely intervention of another mech, 
both would have been killed. As the flying 
mech crashes, a pilot jumps clear. Grey pulls 
agunon him and demands to know who he is. 
The man says he is Lee, a member of the 
resistance. Grey also asks about Red, and is 
told that he has gone over to the rebels. Grey 
and Nova say they wish to join as well. 

Grey, Nova, and Lee nonchalantly walk 
through what’s left of the temple grounds (not 
much). Lee asks for their names, and Nova 
and Grey introduce themselves. Lee is sur- 
prised - he has heard of Grey, or Grey Death 
as the resistance calls him. Still, he seems to 
accept him. They meet up with two more 
downed resistance soldiers, May and Tom. 
The five of them repair some damaged mecha 
(non-resistance type). Nova and May talk, and 
May says she is pregnant with Tom’s child. 
Nova asks why she would want to raise a child 
in such a world as this, and May tells her she 
thinks it will be a better one once the resis- 
tance finally triumphs. The group moves on, 
hoping to meet up with other resistance units 
along the way. 

In the distance, a massive air strike is 
beginning. Grey asks if this is the work of the 
resistance. “No, it’s the enemy. THAT’s the 
resistance!” From behind them, a strange fig- 
ure comes out of the clouds - a giant statue, 
shaped like a Buddhist icon. “It’s Nagoshil”, 
May and Tom exclaim. Nagoshi, they explain, 
is the center of the resistance - a fantastic 
flying city which is struggling to overthrow the 
system. Suddenly, Nagoshi fires a missile at 
them, killing the three resistance fighters. 
Nagoshi, meanwhile, disappears into the 
clouds. 
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~ Approach 6: Destruction 

In yet another burned out city, a battle 
wages between flying mecha and tanks. Grey 
and Nova find some food in one of the tanks, 
but Nova is surprised by a robot. Grey takes 
him out with an energy rifle, nothing that the 
pilot had been acyborg. The two take cover in 
a nearby building. 

Inside, they find Robert J. Dimitri, a 
cyborg similar to Komon Rope in Town 303. 
Dimitri, though, has been damaged by the 
street fighting and cannot move. He tells Nova 
and Grey of a nearby vehicle that they can use 
to get away, if only they will move him. They 
arrive at an old battered tank, which Grey gets 


working. Using the energy rifle and tank, the 
three blast their way out of the city and into 
open country. As they cross the desert, Dimitri 


tells of himself and how the system came into | 


being. Dimitri himself is over 500 years old, 
and has watched the whole thing evolve. Inthe 
late 20th century, a super computer named 
Big Mama was constructed. At first, Big Mama 


was not anywhere near as complex as it is | 


now, but over the years as man killed itself off 
in war after war, Big Mama was able to take 
over computers and grow, eventually estab- 


lishing itself as the supreme entity on Earth. In | 


addition, it established several “daughter” 
computers to control regional affairs (it should 
be noted, however, that much of this seems to 
be known to Grey and Nova, but is introduced 
for the viewer’s benefit), and to find and send 


the elite people (i.e.: those who reach A-level) 
to live and serve in hercity, However, Nagoshi, 
one of the daughter computers, is challenging 
Big Mama, thus the war with the resistance. 
There is only one problem - apparently, no one 
really remembers where Big Mama actually is. 

In the evening, Grey and Dimitri dis- 
cuss these events while Nova looks on. Nova 
accidentally drops Grey’s helmet, angering 
Grey. She goes to retrieve it. Suddenly, Dimitri 
spots an incoming attack. Dimitri is Knocked 
aside. Grey tries to protect Nova, but is hit. 
Three robots descend and their pilots disem- 
bark. One is an ordinary soldier, another is a 
beautiful woman with a Buddhist-like heaa- 
dress, but the third is very familiar. 

Red. 


Approach 7: Red 

Flashback: Grey and Red in combat, 
showing Grey’s transition from a cowering kid 
in a trench to a tough soldier. 

Grey wakes up on an operating table, 
the energy rifle now attached to where hi arm 
used to be. Beside himis Red, now converted 
to a cyborg himself. They are now aboard 
Nagoshi, where Queen Lara (the woman seen 


| previously) has assembled an army ofcyborgs. 


Lara tells the gathered army that the end of Big 
Mama is nearly at hand, and the time has now 
come to confront her directly. Red, of course, 
wants Grey to join in on the fun. 

Meanwhile, Nova is attempting to fol- 
low Nagoshi even though she denies to Dimitri 
that she loves Grey. Dimitri reveals that he 
does know the location of Big Mama, and 
draws Nova a map. It is near a mountain with 
very distinct markings. Nova finds a downed 
resistance mech, and a plan begins to de- 
velop. 


Approach 8: Nagoshi 
Grey is introduced to Lara by Red. Red 
tells him to act reverently toward her, but Grey 
demands to know why May, Tom, and Lee 
were killed. Lara tells him it was an unfortunate 
mistake - they were not recognized as resis- 
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tance, and were treated as hostiles. “But they 
were expendable, so it doesn’t matter.” This 
infuriates Grey, and he leaps to attack her - 
and winds up in an energy force field. Nova 
and Dimitri use the repaired mech to sneak 
aboard Nagoshi with other returning robots. 
Grey, meanwhile, is under restraint, but tries to 
convince Red not to back Lara. Nagoshi secu- 
rity are alerted to intruders and begin looking 
for Nova and Dimitri. Dimitri hooks himself into 
the computer and manages to locate Grey, 
freeing him. Now the fireworks really begin. 
Grey blasts his way out, and he and Red start 
to fight. Dimitri crawls into a duct, intent on 
reaching Nagoshi’s core, while Round #1 goes 
to our hero. Dimitri reaches the core and Grey 
and Nova are reunited. They then hear over 
the city’s PA system that Nagoshi is undergo- 
ing massive disruption - Dimitri has succeeded 
in destroying the core. Grey and Nova are 
thrown outside and fall toward the ground, 
stopping at the last moment using free-fall jets 
on Grey’s armor. Nearby, the flying city crashes. 


Approach 9: City 

Nova recognizes the mountain as being 
the one Big Mama is reputed to lie behind. 
They find a city beyond it, but it is in ruins. No 
one isto be seen. A-level citizenship, itseems, 
never really existed! The two also find Lara, 
who is revealed to be an android, walking 
toward Big Mama, begging for forgiveness. 
Big Mama merely turns her off. Grey and Nova 
find the head of Nagoshi, but then are shot at. 
Red still lives, and boy is he pissed! Red and 
Grey fight their rematch, Grey losing his arm 
again, and Red losing his head. Grey mourns 
the death of his friend, and leaves his helmet 
as a memorial. Then, with an “it’s time to end
